Dodging the Constitution,

CCORDING to Walter Well-

man there s absolutely no

hope for the enactment of

Representative  Crumpack-

er's bill to reduce the representuation of

those gouthern states which have un-

dertaken to nullify the Fifteenth

amendment, And the reason ngsigned

for this evasion of the plain mandale

of the Constitution is that the Repub-

lican leaders at Washington are nlan-

ning the creation of & white muan's Re=-
publican party In the south.

“Men who knows the gouth well are
satisfied," Mr, Wellman reports, “'that
& revolutlon ls going on In that sec-
tlon, and that nothing but a blunder
on the part of the Republican party
can stop it.

Not a News Trust.

UCH has been sald In pa-
pers  outside the Asso-
clated Press in the at-
tempt to make the public

believe that that great co-operative
news-gathering and news-distributing
ingtitution Is a “trust.” It Is a dodge
of the “outs" agalnst the “Ing"; it has
no foundation.

The whole question has just been
most exhaustively pased upon by the
Supreme court of Missourl, n state
conspleuous  for Its antagonism to
trusts. The Missourl court differs flat-
ly from the 1llinols Supreme court
which held some months ago that the
eorporate form of the Assoclated Press
before its recent reorganization was In
restraint of trade. Followlng are some
pregnant extracts from the Missourl
opinion:

“IL is a part of every man's civil rights that he
D Toft at Hberty to refuse business relations witli
any person whomsoever, whether the refusal rests
upon venson or is the result of whim, caprice,
prejudice or malice.' Cooley on Torts, 278, Bus-
inoas relations must he voluntary in order to be
conslstent with eivil lberty,

Every one i at liberty to gather news; and the
fuet that one has greater facilitios or finances for
gathering or transmitting news, or that the buai-
ness has pgrown into one of great magnitude,
widespread in its rumifcations, or that mere in-
corporation has been granted o company organ-
fzedd for the purpose of gathering newa does not
aml cannot of itaell give the state the right to
reguliate what before incorporation was but a nat-
ural right.  Were the rule othierwise than as just
slated the effivct would he to deprive a permon
of a right to pursue any lawful calling or to con-
tract where amd with whomsoever and at what
price he will.

The rullng was upon the application
of the St. Louis Star for a writ of man-
damus to compel the Assoclated Press
to furnish its news report to that news-
paper. Counsel for the applicant con-
tended that the Assoclated Press was n
monopoly but the court scouted this
Idea, saying very pointedly, “the addl-
tlon of one more mongpolist to & mon-
opolistic organization would not lessen
its monopolistic features or abate Itg
vicious tendencies. But there Is noth-
ing here In which a monopoly can at-
tach. The business is one of mere per-
sonal service, an occupation, There
is no right of property In the news it-
self.”” The Associnted Press was grante
ed “no specinl or exclusive right or
privilege by the state, nor has it re-
celved any benefits from that quarter,”
Nor has the Assocviated Press “acquired
uny additional right by reason of its
incorporation to that it possessed be-
rore.  The opinlon quotes with ap-
proviel the decision of the New York
court that the “contract hetween the
members of the assoclution is mutual
and is for the eommon benefit, and &o
Is supported by sufclient considera-
tion.' The provision of that contract
that none of the members shall con-
tract with hostile news assoclations s
held *not to exceed the proper bounds
of self-protection,”

for udvertising.” Such a rate has many ad:
vintages to an advertiser, whether he wishes to
insert an ad, for a few days or to make a con-
tract for a longer perind. In the first instance he
can run an ad. of any size for a day or a week
withonit paying a prghibitive price for what some
publishers term *‘short time' business, On the
other hand, he can agree to use 1,000 or more
Inches within a year at a reduction per inch and
ean use those inches just as he likes, He can
publish a small od, every duy or a larger one
every other day, or once or twice a week, or he
can drop out entirely for a time, using his ae-
cumulated spuce in quarter, hall or full page an-
nouncements.

There is a deal of satisfaction, too, in knowing
that he fs recelving exactly the same treatment
as every other wdvertiser in the paper. You can-
nol help having a certain respect for o man who
has a price which he refuses to eut, courteously
explaining that he is troating all alike, and when
you find a man does cut the price he first names,
ure you over sure that he has given you his low-
est tigure, or that your neighbor is not securing
a still lower rate? The Tribune does not send
out men with imperative Instructions to “'get
the business,'" meaning, # you can't get your
price, get the best price you can, ‘but *'get the
business.'

The Tribune prints its rates for advertising at
the head of the Arst eolumn on this page. The
prices were fixed afler most eareful consideration,
and are only raised n fair percentage above cost
of production. There is n vast difference hetween
these rates and those of the old style card, 1
doubt if one advertiser ont of twenty-five ever
#aw the rate canls of other local papers. And
even i they had they woulil be bhut Hitle wiser,
as none of those cards was made to keep. As an
example, here oro o fow fligures taken from the
cird of a Beranton paper and compared with The
Tribune's flat rate:

HNE UNITED STATES seems likely to stand
T at the head of the world's list of exporting
nutions in the year 1900, One by one the

the distinction of being the world's greatest
exporter of articles of home production. In 1804
the United Kingdom led the United States by
nearly  §200,000,000, and in 1507 the United
States had so rapidly gained that she was huat

| 260,000,000 Liehind, In 1808 the United States took

first place, our exports in that year exceeding
those of the United Kingdom by nearly $100,000,-
000, In 18% the United Kingdom again stood
at the head of the list, her exparts exeeeding
those of the United States by nearly 15,000,000,
In the eloeven months of 1000, whose figures have
heen recelved hy the Trensury Bureau of Statls.
tics, the domestic exports of the United States
exceed Lhose of the United Kingdom by $5,473,-
670, and should thiz rate of gain be paintained
in December the United States will in the year
1000 show a larger exportation of domestic pro.
ducta than any other natlon in the world,
